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PURPOSE: To facilitate the changeover, to attain small size and to reduce the 
cost by connecting a prescribed changeover switch to an input output control 
section so as to select either a telephone set or an external device. 

CONSTITUTION: A prescribed changeover switch 14 is connected to an input 
output control section 11 of a hand- free section 10 including a telephone control 
section 16, a key input section 12, a display section 13 and the input output 
control section 11 to select a radio equipment or an external device 22 for 
its usage. The prescribed changeover switch 14 is connected to the input output 
control section 11 of the hand-free section 10 in this way. Thus, the changeover 
between the telephone radio equipment and the other external device is easily 
realized by a key of the automatic dialer and the display thereof only.

(54) FOLDABLE TELEPHONE SET 
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PURPOSE: To direct a transmission section in a direction parted from a face 
of a talker and to prevent the telephone set from being in contact with the 
face by devising a front face of a container of a receiver is tilted downward 
toward the end of a reception section. 

CONSTITUTION: A reception section 2 accommodating a receiver 1 and a trans- 
mission section 4 accommodating a transmitter 3 are connected in a foldable 
way by a hinge section 5. Then a front face of the receiver 1 of the reception 
section 2 is formed to be a projection section 6 projected slightly from an inner 
face of the reception section 2 and the front face forms a downward tilt a 
toward the end of the reception section 2. Thus, the front face of the accommo- 
dating part of the receiver 1 is formed tilted downward toward the end of 
the reception section 2. Thus, the transmission section 4 is directed in a direction 
apart from the face of a talker in the usage and the contact of the telephone 
set with the face is prevented. 
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7: recessed part 
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PURPOSE: To bring back an electronic telephone directory section to its own 
home and to easily register a required number by mounting the electronic tele- 
phone directory section to the telephone set removably. 

CONSTITUTION: An electronic telephone directory section 10 including a registra- 
tion keyboard 2 to register information such as a telephone number of a dialing 
opposite destination, a storage means 5 to register the information, a registration 
control means 4 to apply information registration control, a retrieval control 
means 6 to retrieve the information in the storage means 5, a display means 
8 to display the retrieved information or the like and a #2 communication con- 
trol means 9B for external communication control is mounted telephone set 
removably. Thus, for example, the electronic telephone directory section 10 
is brought back to its home to facilitate the required number registration.
